I. Buyer’s Charge 

A Buyer’s Charge of 10% on each individual lot 
will be added to all purchases made by all bidders 
and will be based upon the total amount of the 
final bid. THIS BUYER’S CHARGE WILL BE 
ADDED TO ALL INVOICES. 

II. Bidding 

Each lot will be sold to the highest bidder UN¬ 
RESERVED at a slight advance over the next 
highest bid. In the event of floor disputes, the 
auctioneer’s determination shall be final. All 
bids are to be per lot; no lots will be broken. We 
reserve the right to reject any bid that we 
believe has not been submitted in good faith. 
We also reserve the right to withdraw any lot 
prior to the sale.

III. Mail Bidders 

When a mail bidder submits the high bid on a lot, 
he will be awarded the lot at a nominal 5 to 10% 
advance over the second highest bid.

Split grades indicate obverse/reverse desig¬ 
nations. For example, a grade of 65/63 describes a 
coin with an obverse of Mint State-65 and a 
reverse of Mint State-63. Mishandled Proofs will 
be graded as any circulated coin, and may be 
classified as Proof-40 (denoting an Extremely Fine 
coin) or Proof-55, etc. 

New England Rare Coin Auctions will continue 
to describe the coin beyond its numerical grade, 
describing depth of strike, defects, color, lustre 
and other important factors. Our goal is to pro¬ 
vide the maximum information about a coin’s 
condition through its description and 
photography. 

Important Information For Mail Bidders 

Bidding by mail is a convenient and popular 
method of participating in a major rare coin auc¬ 
tion. But successful mail bidding, like successful 


collecting, comes from knowledge. It is important 
for the mail bidder to know how mail bidding 
works, and how to use mail bidding forms (such 
as the New England Mail Bid Form enclosed in 
this catalog) to your best advantage. Below, you 
will find helpful information regarding New 
England’s mail bidding process, and some impor¬ 
tant hints on preparing a successful mail bid form. 


How New England Mail Bidding Works 

New England Rare Coin Auctions’ mail bidding 
system has been structured with you, the bidder, 
in mind. It enables you to: 

1. Bid conveniently in the privacy of your own 
home. 

2. Obtain the lots you want as inexpensively as 
possible. With these goals in mind, New 
England’s numismatic staff follows these mail 
bidding procedures: 

When we receive your mail bid form, we will 
assign you a bidder number. Your bids are then 
transferred, along with your number, into New 
England’s computerized master bid book. For ex¬ 
ample, if you were assigned bidder #749, New 
England would record your bids in our master 
book as shown below. 

Our master bid book: Opening 



Just before the auction, after all mail bids have 
been recorded in the master bid book, we also 
record what the opening bid will be for each lot in 
a column marked “Opening Bid” (as shown 
above). Opening bids are determined by in¬ 
creasing the second highest bid received on a 
given lot by 5-10%. For example, in the illustra¬ 
tion above, Lot 658 received mail bids of $250, 
$500 and $1,000. The second highest bid ($500) 
increased by 5-10% is $525. Therefore, $525 is the 
figure recorded in the “Opening Bid” column. 

At the auction, if there is no floor activity on the 
lot, you (as bidder #749) would be awarded the lot 
at $525. If there is floor activity on the lot, we will 
act as your agent and bid competitively for you. If 
the amount that we bid for you is not exceeded by 
a bidder on the floor, you will be awarded the lot 
wherever the bidding stopped. In every instance, 
we will try to obtain your lots as inexpensively as 
possible, and in no case will we exceed the 
amount you’ve indicated as your maximum bid 
(i.e. the amount recorded above your bidder 
number in our bid book) unless you so indicate 
on your mail bid sheet. 

For this reason, it is important that the bid you 
submit should be the absolute maximum that you 
would be willing to pay for that lot. You will not 
necessarily have to pay the full amount of that 
bid. As a matter of fact, nearly 70% of our mail 
bidders are awarded their successful purchases at 
less than their top bids. All of our auctions are 
unreserved, too. This means that every coin in 
our sale is sold to the highest bidder. No reserve 
bids are allowed.

But in helping to ensure a suc¬ 
cessful mail bidding experience, there is one thing 
that you can do: read the Terms of Sale that 
you’ll find in this catalog carefully, and fill out 
your mail bid form with these hints in mind: 

I New England cannot be responsible 
♦ for errors made on your mail bid 
form, and mail bidders are legally bound to 
purchase any coins awarded to them at 
auction. Therefore, before filling out your 
mail bid form, plan your personal bidding 
program carefully. We suggest using a 
worksheet to write down all the coins from 
this sale that you’d like to bid on, and your 
maximum bids. When you’ve completed 
your worksheet, review it, keeping your 
own finances in mind, and revise your bids 
accordingly. After finalizing your workseet, 



fill out your mail bid form. This helps 
reduce errors on the form and enables New 
England to process your bids accurately 
and efficiently. If your bids have been sub¬ 
mitted by phone, please send us a written 
confirmation. 

2 When deciding how much to bid for 
♦ any given coin, refer to current 
dealer price lists. Such lists will no 
tell you exactly how much to bid 
for the coins you want, but they 
will give you some indication of 
realistic bidding levels. Of course, 
there may be some coins that 
you’ll want to try to obtain at ^ 

“bargain” prices, but a solid 
knowledge of realistic bid 
levels will generally produce the 
most satisfying results.

Dear Fellow Collector, 

Welcome to our second Long Beach Auction of 
1981. This sale features The Hampshire Collection, 
an outstanding selection of U.S. copper coins, early 
U.S. Proof Sets, and rare U.S. currency. 

It is always a pleasure to present a “find,” especially 
in the classic collecting field of Large Cents. In this 
auction, we have an incredible group of seven 1821 
Large Cents grading MS-60 to 63. Their discovery 
increases by seven the previously pub¬ 
lished estimate of 25-40 Mint State 
1821 Cents known to exist. 

The Hampshire Collection offers 
more copper attractions as well. 

Four 1804 Half Cents, with lovely 
original mint color and lustre, will be 
sold separately. A virtually complete 
selection of Indian Cent Proofs is here, in very 
lovely condition and grading Proof-60 through 67. 
As an added attraction, most of these proofs are in 
flips from such fabled dealers of the 1930’s and 40’s 
as B. Max Mehl and Barney Bluestone. 

Also from The Hampshire Collection come early 
U.S. Proof Sets from 18 different dates, most in 
superb condition, and with the amazingly 



beautiful toning characteristic of those few proof 
sets still in their sulfur-laden Mint tissue paper.

Various issues denominations and 
signers. All different, mostly Average Circulated, but varying from ABOUT 
GOOD to FINE notes. A fine starter group for the low-budget collector, as these 
offer fascination at an affordable price.

Frayed comers and faded on upper 
half reverse. Uncancelled, and scarce as such. "To be paid in Spanish Milled 
Dollars with 5% interest by Dec. 31, 1786," with annual and monthly interest 
table on the obverse.

GOOD note. Soiled and stained, vertical center fold. Interesting error note. “One

folded, but a full note with but one split in right margin. An interesting pair, very 
rare and unpriced in Newman. We cannot recall seeing any at auction in the recent 
past. An opportunity for the specialist in obsolete currency.

Lovers of obsolete currency 
and scrip should appreciate this early pair.

CONTEMPORAR V COUNTERFEIT S WORD-IN-HAND NOTE 


10 Massachusetts. June 18, 1776. $4 (24s). No. 3670. Forged signatures of 
Samuel Otis and D. Jeffries. FINE Note. Edges somewhat frayed, not 
significandy into design. Crisp never folded. Tory counterfeit issue, iden- 
tifyable by general poor engraving workmanship (especially noticeable when 
compared with the superb workmanship of Paul Revere on the original) as well 
as the skewed alignment of the letters of the text. Pen cancelled with a large 
"X" across the face of the note, probably done when the notes of 6s and higher 
from the issue were recalled for exchange to other notes by act of Oct. 13, 
1777. It would have been then discovered as a forgery and defaced. Equally as 
rare as the genuine notes, if not scarcer, and fascinating as a piece of Revolu¬ 
tionary history.

Three 
heavy vertical creases on faded obverse, reverse off center but more vivid. 

12 Lot of 2 Massachusetts "Codfish" notes, Oct 16,1778: 8d No. 1148. Signed by 
Thomas Dawes. GOOD note. Vertical center crease, heavily soiled reverse, nice 
obverse detail; 8s No. 3528. Signed by Geo Partridge. GOOD note. Heavy vertical 
center crease, corners frayed. Obverse somewhat faded, reverse brighter, bolder.

In¬ 
cluded are the 2s6d, 4s, 4s6d, 5s, 5s4d, and 5s6d. An unusual group as the Rising 
Sun notes are seldom offered, and rarely seen above average Circulated condition. 

Uncirculated notes are rarities in 
themselves, but this is the first partial cut sheet that we have encountered, and 
would be a highlight of a Massachusetts or Colonial Currency collection.

All notes of 4s8d 
and less have a dotted surface to the sun, while the higher valued ones have a 
human face on the sun. Beneath the sun is the word 'RISING' presumably affir¬ 
mation of the rising fortunes of the youthful new nation, (photo)

FINE note. Vertical center fold. A nice example of this denomination with an¬ 
thropomorphized rising sun.

1767-A French Colonial Copper Sou, Breen-28 VERY FINE-30, verdigris among 
devices. Counterstamped (as are most) with 'RF ' in an oval, causing a flat area on 
the corresponding area of the reverse.(p. 29 of Guide Book) 

1739-E French Colonial Billon Sou Marque with Caribbean Counterstamp, 
Breen-26, FINE-12, wavy and irregularly worn surfaces due to the counter¬ 
stamping. Traces of the original silvering visible among devices. Authorized in 
1738 by Louis XV for use in the French colonies of Canada, Louisiana and the 
Caribbean. They were demonetized and withdrawn from circulation in 1763 after 
the Treaty of Paris. Many were later counterstamped with a crowned 'C' for cir¬ 
culation in the Caribbean colonies. This is such a coin, struck in 1739 in Tours for 
North American use, withdrawn after 1763, counterstamped, and reissued in the 
Caribbean area. Breen in his monograph "Coinage Under the French Regime" 
(appearing in Newman’s anthology Studies on Money in Early America) rates the 
Tours issue of 1739 as "rare", (p. 28-29 of Guide Book) 



1785 Nova Constellatio, Pointed Rays, EXTREMELY FINE-40.(p. 31 of Guide 
Book) (photo) 

1788 Vermont Cent, Bust Right, INDE + ET LIB +, FINE-12. Lightly stained sur¬ 
faces. Areas of light porosity on obverse and reverse, (p. 46 of Guide Book) 

1792-1794 Kentucky Token, Plain Edge, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, at¬ 
tractive brown surfaces and defect-free. Unusually well struck even in mid-scroll 
where the word "CAUSE" is seldom fully struck up. Struck in England about 
1792-94. Each star in the triangle represents a state, with Kentucky’s at the top — 
hence the name. (p. 49 of Guide Book) 



1792 Washington President Legend Cent, Plain Edge, Baker-59, Scott C-404, 
R-7.VERY FINE- 20‘.‘Washington President’surrounds portrait, date below. Iden¬ 
tical to the obverse of Baker-20, the Washington ' Half Dollar' issue. Reverse with 
General/of the/American Armies/1775/resigned/1783/President/of the/United 
States/1789. Weak strike in the central portions of the legend, characteristic of 
this design and seen even in high grade examples. Dark brown surfaces with a few 
light parallel pinscratches running diagonally at center of reverse. A rarity, (photo)

DISCOVERY GROUP OF 7 ORIGINAL 1821 LARGE CENTS (Lota 58 -64) 


Large Cent specialists have long considered 1821 to be among the two most difficult Matron Head 
cents to locate in Uncirculated condition (1823 being the other). Recent estimates on the number of 
uncirculated 1821 Large Cents in collectors’ hands range from 25 to 40 pieces, with the highest Con¬ 
dition Census pieces grading MINT STATE-60. Most are toned brown. Over the past ten years only 
a half dozen or so have come to auction in Uncirculated condition. 

The following seven lots represent the Large Cent “discovery of the year”, an original group of 1821 
Large Cents recently brought to light in Boston. They had been set aside 160 years ago and forgot¬ 
ten, and thus remained undisturbed, protecting their original color and lustre. 

The coins grade from MINT STATE-60 to MINT ST ATE-63,possess from 70% to full original mint 
red, and in several cases have much Prooflike surface (characteristic of high grade 1821 cents). 
These seven coins have been acknowledged to be the finest 1821 Large Cents in existence, and will 
henceforth dominate the Condition Census. As “discovery coins” they are of the highest impor¬ 
tance, certain to elicit spirited bidding from connoisseurs of Early Copper who appreciate the fact 
that none finer have ever been offered. 

58 1821 Qose Date, Newcomb-1, MINT STATE-63, both obverse and reverse are 

nearly fully brilliant with one or two light corrosion spots on both sides. As with 
the other coins from this group, both sides show Senji-Prooflike surfaces, (color 
photo) 



59 1821 Qose Date, Newcomb-1, MINT STATE-63, although the original mint red 
color is somewhat more subdued than on some of the other pieces in this group, 
there are virtually no spots or stains to detract from the pristine beauty of this truly 
rare coin.

FIRST UNITED STATES MINT ISSUES 


EARLY COPPER PATTERN DISME 



334 1792 Disme, J-10, Copper, Reeded Edge, R-7, GOOD-4, dies attributed to 

engraver Adam Eckfeldt, the obverse features windswept head of Liberty facing 
left, date below trunction of bust, motto surrounding all reads: "Liberty Parent of 
Science and Indus.' Reverse features eagle in flight, DISME below. United States 
of America surrounding. This piece has deep olive-brown surfaces, with a few 
small surface marks, pinscratches and rim bumps. Center of obverse exhibits bold 
detail, while much of the rest of the coin is weakly defined, especially at the center 
of the reverse and some of the peripheral mottos. By the Act of April 2,1792 Con¬ 
gress authorized the establishment of the United States Mint. Coinage presses 
were ordered from England and arrived in Philadelphia on September 21,1792. 
Under the provisions of the April 2nd act, the Mint Assayer, Chief coiner, and 
Treasurer were required to have bond posted prior to commencement of coinage 
in the precious metals. This was not accomplished for some time, the result being 
that silver coinage was not begun at the Mint until 1794. (The Half-Disme issue of 
1792 is believed to have been minted outside of the Mint facility, in a different part 
of the city.) Coinage could commence however, for the copper coinage without 
violation of the provisions of the act. By many accounts the first coins struck at the 
new U.S. Mint facilities were the silver center cents and the fusible alloy cents of 
which eleven pieces and about five specimens, respectively, have been reported. 
Following this mintage, test runs were made of the Birch cents, of which about two 
dozen are known. At about the same time, Copper Patterns for the Disme were 
minted as well as a handful of silver Patterns of the same design. Today a mere

dozen or so of the Disme in copper are accounted for, making this issue one of the 
classic rarities of the early U.S. Mint. 

We take great pleasure in being able to offer this charming piece, the first we have 
handled in almost six years. It is interesting to note that this piece saw extensive 
circulation. Noted authority Don Taxay has speculated that these Copper Dismes 
may have been “intended as presentation pieces . . . being the first coins struck 
after passage of the Mint Act.” The circulation this coin has received hardly 
diminishes its importance, rarity, and historic appeal, as one of the first issues of 
the U.S. Mint. ANACS authentication and grading papers accompany, (photo)

faint hair detail remains. Most of Liberty and date readable. Far right side of coin 
was weakly struck resulting is loss of design on affected areas.

These 
pieces may have been struck on the occasion of the resumption of the IOC and 25C 
denomination at the New Orleans mint, after a lapse of 31 years. In any event, Pro¬ 
of or Prooflike, it represents an important opportunity for the Liberty Seated Dime 
specialist.

EARLY PROOF SETS 


Few treasures of American numismatics can equal the beauty and scarcity of the original Proof Sets 
of the late 19th and early 20th Century. There were just a handful of serious numismatists in 
America then, and the Mint normally received orders for 700 to 800 sets in a given year. In only 
three years prior to 1936 did the mint sell more than 1,000 sets — 1870,1880 and 1882. 

In several years production fell short of 600 sets - 1858 to 1865, 1877, 1890,1907, 1908, 1910, 
1911,1914,1915 and 1916. These sets (first sold on a regular basis in 1858) were priced at a 
nominal cost above face value, and were delivered wrapped in a highly sulfurous tissue-like paper. 
When coins remained wrapped in that paper, a reaction with the sulphur caused rich, multicolored 
iridescent toning — often bewitchingly beautiful. 

Rarely do proof sets from the 19th and early 20th Century appear in the market. The vast majority 
were broken up years ago to provide single coins for date and type collectors. Usually when they ap¬ 
pear they are “put together” sets recently assembled from single pieces. The true prize is the un¬ 
questionably original set, distinguished by a patina that is uniform among the silver pieces in the set. 

NERCA is proud to offer this handsome group of early Proof Sets, many originating from a single 
old collection which remained undisturbed for years. In the case of several of these original sets 
(such as the 1898), it is likely that no better set will be brought to market for many years. Hence, this 
is a unique opportunity for the perfectionist and connoisseur of American numismatic classics.

They 
are also not listed separately in the Red book, although the difference 
between the two varieties is certainly as significant as the difference 
between the 13 star reverse and 14 star reverse varieties of 1804, 
and many other comparable varieties that are distinguished in the 
Red Book.

This 
date is one of the rarities of the $10 Liberty Gold series, and one of the rarest Car- 
son City Eagles. Walter Breen has stated; 'I doubt that more than 15 to 20 are 
known if that, possible not over a dozen.' Even if that figure proved conservative, 
it would still mean that the 1873-CC Eagle ranked among the true rarities of 
American numismatics, and since none are reported above AU-50 in grade, (New 
England Fall Sale, November 1980, Lot #1289) this coin would fall in the middle 
range of the survivors. For those collectors who appreciate true scarcity, this coin 
would be a 'sure bet", and is likely to appreciate substantially over the years as 
underrated scarce date gold coins come into their own. (color photo)

$20 LIBERTY GOLD 


“Gold” was the magic word that sent hundreds of thousands of men scrambling for the hills of 
California in the late 1840’s and early 1850’s. For most men their quest proved unsuccessful, but a 
few did indeed strike it rich. The result was a startling increase of the gold supply in the U.S. 

With that increase came the problem of producing a standard and convenient coin size to augment 
the Eagle ($10), Half Eagle ($5) and Quarter Eagle ($2.50) gold coins provided in The Coinage 
Act of 1792. Thus Double Eagles, and $1 gold pieces were authorized by an act of Congress 
in 1849. 

James Longacre, Mint Engraver, prepared the designs for the $20 gold coin, portraying a head of 
Liberty surrounded by 13 stars with the date below. The eagle on the reverse is ornately bedecked 
with shield and scrolls in front of its breast, surmounted by rays and 13 stars and surrounded by the 
words “United States of America — 20D.” 

At 33.436 grams of .900 fine gold, the Double Eagle provided the large standardized coin that had 
been needed. That it was widely accepted and circulated is made obvious by the wear found on most 
pieces minted prior to 1900. 

These bulky and popular coins are now difficult to locate in choice condition, with many of the early 
dates virtually unknown in Mint State. The vast majority of the coins were minted in San Francisco 
from the California mined gold. These historic coins are the ones most commonly found today. 

Production in the Longacre design continued through 1907, when it was replaced by the classically 
inspired design of Augustus St. Gaudens. 

Over the years these coins have been popular with collectors for their size, beauty and scarcity. In¬ 
vestors appreciate them for their high intrinsic numismatic value ratio — the highest of nearly any 
U.S. coin series.

In the case 
of the Double Eagles from Philadelphia, it would seem that relatively few were pro¬ 
duced before the change. As a result, the Closed 3 Double Eagles are quite elusive, 
especially in high grade, with only a handful known in Uncirculated condition.

1146 Set of six Twenty Dollar Gold pieces in a custom lucite holder. Included are ex¬ 
amples of all major types of Double Eagles issued for circulation from 1850 to 
1932. The three types of Liberty Head Double Eagles, designed in 1849 by James 
Longacre, are represented by the following coins: 1852 Liberty Head Type I, 
Without Motto, Twenty Dollars, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, brilliant. Light 
bagmarks on the obverse: 1875-S Liberty Head Type II, With Motto, Twenty 
Dollars, MINT ST ATE-60, the normal scattering of contact marks. A difficult type 
to locate in uncirculated condition. Minted from 1866 to 1876 with the Motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST and the denomination spelled as TWENTY D.; 1898-S Liberty 
Head Type III, With Motto, Twenty Dollars, MINT STATE-65, incredible satin 
lustre highlights this jewel. This type produced until the birth of the St. Gaudens 
design in 1907. 

The three varieties of St. Gaudens Double Eagles cue represented by the following 
coins: 1907 High Relief, Roman Numerals, EXTREMELY FINE-45, lightly worn 
on the highest points, obverse rim has a few small marks at 3 and 9 o’clock. In¬ 
credibly popular as one of the most graceful designs ever to be executed on 
American coinage. Theodore Roosevelt personally requested that noted sculptor 

















Augustus St. Gaudens harken back to the principles of classic Greek and Roman 
coinage and apply those to create a uniquely American, yet classically inspired 
coin. Unfortunately the coin was difficult to strike and stack due to its high relief, 
and was modified later in 1907 to a more convenient shallow relief. The Roman 
Numeral dating was also changed to Arabic numerals; 1908 Without Motto, 
MINT STATE-67. A lovely well struck coin with nice lustre and surfaces. A 
popular two-year type coin, issued prior to the inclusion of the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST above the sun on the reverse; 1928 With Motto MINT STATE-65, 
brilliant, with just a touch of hairlining on the leg of Miss Liberty. Otherwise virtual¬ 
ly superb, exhibiting stunning lustre and clean surfaces. This was the third and 
final type of St. Gaudens Double Eagles, minted from 1908 to 1933. President 
Franklin Rossevelt banned ownership of gold in 1933 and the entire mintage for 
1933 was ordered melted. Many of the other coins were bagged and shipped to 
Europe, and even today bag quantites of St. Gaudens $20 Gold coins exist in 
severed European bemks. Locating high quality Double Eagles cem be a difficult 
task however, due to the fact that few were stored properly and most exhibit heavy 
bagmarks and rim bruises. Overall an attractive and high quality set, housed in a

Gold was first discovered in California in 1848 by James Marshall at Sutter’s Mill. One of the 
greatest migrations of all time — the California Gold Rush — took place, swelling the population of 
California from 15,000 to 250,000 within a few months. An immediate result of the influx of im¬ 
migrants, coupled with high boom-town prices, was a shortage of circulating money. Few U.S. coins 
were available, and gold dust was at best an inconvenient currency. Many private companies began 
to issue ingots and coins in large denominations. In 1852, the practice was prohibited by the U.S. 
government, but the need was so great that private mintage continued; in fact, in that very year the 
minting of gold dollars, half dollars, and quarters began, to continue for some 30 years. 

It is only in the past 2 years that California Fractional Gold pieces have received the collector atten¬ 
tion they deserve. 

Within the past two years, collector interest — and prices — have increased tenfold. The true rarity 
of th series is being recognized, and it is now believed that only about 10,000 specimens of Califor¬ 
nia Fractional Gold still exist. Heavy auction bidding, which began about one year ago, has attracted 
many fine pieces to the block, and the selection that follows is an outstanding representation of the 
quality and variety available.

Middle ring 
reads: "BRITISH & FOREIGN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY" " Center of medal 
depicts kneeling negro with enchained and upraised arms motto below figure reads: 
"AM I NOT A MAN AND A BROTHER'. Struck from dies by Joseph Davis, a Bir¬ 
mingham medallist whose work dating from 1828 to 1852 falls heavily into the 
reform, anti-slavery, and temperance themes. Garkson was an early leader of the 
British anti-slavery movement. He and eleven others formed the "Society for the 
Abolition of the Slave Trade" on May 22,1787. The seal they created for the society 
was a portrait of a kneeling slave in chains, with the motto "AM I NOT AM AN AND 
A BROTHER". This logo proved to be lasting and popular. It was reproduced in 
large numbers on Wedge wood cameos, and in the early 1790’s was struck on twenty 
or more varieties of tradesmen and political tokens (Conder tokens). The concept 
was later transferred to two varieties of American "Hard Times" Tokens, Low 54 
and 54a, the "Woman and Sister" and "Man and Brother' tokens. The Society 
helped bring about the abolition of the English slave trade in 1807, reorganized in 
1823 to the "British and Foreign Anti-slavery Society," and achieved the emancipa¬ 
tion of the British slaves in 1833. The Society continued to press for emancipation in 
other countries after that date, and the convention of 1840 was such a meeting. The 
medal we offer here was struck on the occasion of that convention, possibly in 
tribute to its leader Thomas Garkson. This medal is pictured in Forrer’s 
Biographical Dictionary of Medalists. A slightly different piece, in white metal, is pic¬ 
tured in Fuld’s monograph "Anti-slavery Tokens', and was minted for the same oc¬ 
casion . An historic piece of anti-slavery material, estimated to be low R-7, we have 
not heard of another offered for sale recently.

1350 $10,000 1862, Issued by U.S. SubTreasuiy at St. Louis, FINE note. This 

fascinating relic of Gvil War fiscal history is an usigned and unissued example of a 
$10,000 Certificate of Deposit for Legal Tender Notes, issued in St. Louis under 
authority of the Temporary Loan Act of 1862. The obverse of the note features at 
left a Union soldier standing with rifle in hand in front of a cannon and Union flag. 
Eagle perched in central vignette. Text below reads: 


I CERTIFY THAT the_ _ has this day deposited 

for at least thirty days to the credit of the Treasurer of the United 
States TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS for which interest at the rate 

of_percentum per annum will be paid to the order of tiny 

bank member of the St. Louis Gearing House in lawful money after 
ten days notice, upon the surrender of this Certificate. 
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Red vertical overprint reads: 


This Certificate is payable on demand after thirty days, in Legal 
Tender Notes, anything therein expressed to the contrary not¬ 
withstanding. 

This unusual item was issued as part of the Union Gvil War financing effort. 
Historian E. G. Spaulding in his History of the Legal Tender Paper Money said 
that the creation of the C.D.’s "was one mode of increasing the credit circulation of 
the country, find thereby aiding the general inflation which commenced with the 
passage of the Legal Tender Act." The authorized limit for the issue expanded 
from $25 million to $150 million during the course of the War. 

This issue is of great rarity today, as very few are known to have survived. We have 
traced these known as follows: 

(1) St. Louis #598 with red vertical overprint (this note) 

(2) St. Louis #1433 without overprint, signed, (Smithsonian collection, valued at 
$10,500 when donated in 1965) 

(3) Cincinnati #100 without overprint (Smithsonian) 

(4) Gncinnati #73 without overprint (Ex Garence Criswell Odd Denominations 
collection, valued at $12,000 when auctioned on 10/17/80, collection was sold a 
unit to NASCA). No $5,000 notes are believed to exist, and only two of the $1,000 
denomination are accounted for. Thus this note falls into a unique status as one of 
only two notes of the $ 1 OK denomination owned by a collector and the only $ 1 OK 
note with the red vertical overprint. The particular note has been written about 
recently in several issues of the Bank Note Reporter, attracting keen reader 
response and prompting a longer article by the noted scholar John Ford. A lovely 
piece of engraving, and an important historical issue, certain to be of great interest 
to specialists in U.S. Currency, and Gvil War fiscal items, (photo)

Otherwise a superb example of the only coin minted for Prince 
Edward Island, and a one year type.

PROOF-63 Bronzed, with central 
portions toned deep iridescent blue and peripheries exhibiting ample mint red. 
Bullhead portrait of George III, elephant on reverse. This handsome British col¬ 
onial issue is seldom offered, as mintage was probably fewer than 100 pieces.

1460 CUBA: 1916. One Peso. Y-9. PROOF-60. Faintly hairlined surfaces redeemed by 
a rich multicolor irridescent patina. One of a mere 20 proofs struck in 1916 and is 
considered a great rarity. A lovely coin which the specialist will appreciate, (color 
photo) 


1461 DANZIG: 1923. Five Gulden. J-9. PROOF-60 Light cameo contrast with a few 
hairlines on the mirror surfaces. A very rare and underrated coin in Proof. Pro¬ 
duced during the period when Danzig on the North coast of Poland was an 
autonomous free state, (photo) 

1462 DENMARK: 1913. 25 Ore. Y-37. PROOF-65 Struck from lightly striated dies. 
Cameo contrast and whispers of golden toning. First year of type where a crowned 
"CX " (for the monarch, Christian X) replaced the royal portrait. Rarely seen in this 
exceptional state of preservation.

ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58 Semi¬ 
prooflike surfaces, especially on the obverse. Virtual full lustre showing only a 
trace of rub. Surface irregularities in the obverse field and hair detail possibly 
caused by some rust on the die. Exceptional preservation for this French crown, an 
elusive issue from the Bordeaux Mint where 26,186 pieces were struck. Seldom of¬ 
fered any finer, (photo) 

1465 FRANCE: 1786 Pau. Ecu. GAD-356A. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58 Semi¬ 
prooflike. Brilliant. Virtual as struck, with a touch of high point friction which 
barely disturbs the full mint bloom. A few adjustment marks across the bust on the 
obverse, and on the reverse at the peripheries causing a bit of the legend to be not 
fully struck up. A Pau Mint product with quaint portrait of a cow as the mintmark. 
Lovely! 


IMPORTANT NAPOLEONIC FRANC 


1466 FRANCE: An 14-W(1805-1806) One Franc. GAD-123.VERY FINE-30, Soft gray 
toning. Traces of pinscratching near the top of the head of Napoleon on the 
obverse. An exceptionally rare issue, with only three known, according to Krause. 
The recorded mintage from the Lille mint was 4,667 pieces, all but a handful were 
apparendy melted due to the change in design later in the year. This probably 
qualifies as a "Discovery Coin" - the fourth known piece, and is accompanied by 
INS papers. A wonderful opportunity for the French specialist. 

1467 FRANCE: 1831-B. One Franc. C-200. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55 Deep 
blue-gray obverse toning, russet and golden reverse. Extremely elusive one-year 
type coin with bare head of Louis Philippe I facing right. Seldom offered in any 
condition approaching Mint State, and unpriced above Very Fine in Krause. 

1468 FRANCE: 1849-A. One Franc. GAD-132. PROOF-63 Cameo, with rich mint frost 
on the devices. Delicate original blue and gold toning enhances the beauty of this 
Ceres head style. Very rare in Proof, with fewer than 50 pieces known. A real prize 
for the devotee of French coinage.

1469 FRANCE: 1851-A. One Franc. GAD-132. MINT STATE-63 A lovely example of 
Ceres head Franc. Soft russet iridescence in the fields frames the devices in frosty 
white cameo contrast. As the Second Republic drew to a close in 1852, the Ceres 
design was scrapped in the favor of the Second Empire portrait of Louis- 
Napoleon, and was resurrected after the rise of the Third Republic, twenty years 
later. This is an exceptional example of that scarce 1851 issue. 

1470 FRANCE: 1862. One Franc Pattern. PROOF-60 Plain Edge. Soft gray toning on 
lightly hairlined surfaces similar to the laureate head design adopted in 1866 as 
Y-30. Exceptionally rare and the first we have seen or have the pleasure to handle. 

1471 FRANCE: 1822-A. Two Francs. C-l 80. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55 Attrac¬ 
tively toned in russet and gray-gold hues. Very choice for this issue. 

1472 FRANCE: 1849-A. Two Francs. Y-5. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55 Virtual 
Mint State quality and quite rare as such. Unpriced above Extremely Fine in 
Krause. 

1473 FRANCE: 1814-A. Five Francs. C-168. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50 Semi¬ 
prooflike. Deep steel gray-blue toning with traces of rose on the obverse, reverse in 
golden and lilac hues. First year of the "First Restoration" of Louis XVIII to the 
throne of France after the reign of Napoleon. 

1474 FRANCE: 1831-BB. Five Francs. MINT STATE-60 Full mint lustre subdued 
somewhat by beautiful original gray and sea-green toning. Strassbourg Mint pro¬ 
duct, with BB mintmark and beaver privy mark on the reverse. 

1475 FRANCE: 1848-A. Five Francs. Y-7. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55 A few 
miniscule surface marks. Frosty devices. First year of issue for the popular Hercules 
type. 

1476 FRANCE: 1849-A. Five Francs. Y-7. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55 Popular Her¬ 
cules design which was used during the first years of the Second Republic. 

1477 FRANCE: 1852-A. Five Francs. Y-13. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58 Fully 
lustrous and attractive example of this one-year-type crown. The first issued under 
Louis Napoleon, nephew of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

1478 FRANCE: 1876-A. Five Francs. Y-52. MINT STATE-63 Immensely popular Her¬ 
cules type struck from lightly striated dies and toned a delicate golden tan among the 
devices. A virtual Gem from the standpoint of marks or abrasions, but unfortunately 
the reverse was lightly cleaned long ago leaving a crisscrossing of faint hairlines. 
Quite nice nonetheless. 


EARLY FRENCH REPUBLICAN ISSUE 


1479 FRANCE: 1793-A (L’AN II). Six Livres. C-124. EXTREMELY FINE-45. Soft 
golden toning atop surfaces displaying most of the original cartwheel lustre. 
Handsome design by Dupre depicting the genius of the law inscribing the constitu¬ 
tion on a tablet. Dupre’s allegory remains an interesting commentary upon the 
early Republic attitudes on a government based on the rule of constitutional law. A 
scarce and popular issue, quite elusive in high grade. 
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1480 GERMAN EAST AFRICA: 1916. 20 Heller. Y-10A. MINT STATE-63 Struck in 
Brass. Obverse and reverse "B ’ die variety. A popular siege issue which is rarely 
found in mint state. 

1481 GERMAN EAST AFRICA: 1916. 20 Heller. Y-10A. MINT STATE-63 Struck in 
brass. Obverse die "B" and reverse ”C". A rare combination of dies. Full original 
mint bloom. 


HANDSOME BIRD OF PARADISE CROWN 


1482 GERMAN NEW GUINEA: 1894-A. Five Marks. Y-4. MINT STATE-60. Only 
19,000 examples were struck of this 'Bird of Paradise' crown. Truely a 
numismatic classic which is in constant demand, (color photo) 

1483 GERMANY: Anhalt. 1914-A. Five Marks. J-25. PROOF-63 Commemorates the 
silver wedding anniversary of Friedrich II, Duke of Anhalt and Marie. Steel-gray 

1484 GERMANY: Baden. 1837. One Gulden. C-l 12. MINT STATE-63 Portrait type. 
Baden is one of the most popular principalities collected in Europe. Very rare in 
choice condition. 



1485 GERMANY: Baden. 1850.DoubleGulden.T-27.MINTSTATE-63Anexceeding- 
ly rare issue in mint condition. Only a small handful of this issue exist in mint state. 
Despite its mintage of 139,000 pieces. Full mint bloom and very much in demand, 
(photo) 


1486 GERMANY: Baden. 1911-G. Two Marks J-38. MINT STATE-63 Very rare two- 
year type only 80,000 examples were struck. Most are in Very Fine condition, 
(photo)

This is the first proof of this issue we 
have seen. Only a handful of these proofs were issued for presentation purposes. 

1491 GERMANY: Frankfurt. 1859. Taler. T-139. MINT STATE-63 Only 24,560 ex¬ 
amples struck to commemorate the 100th anniversary of Schillers’ birth. 

1492 GERMANY: Hamburg. 1876-J. Two Marks. J-61. MINT STATE-65. Rare small 
eagle type.

THE COINAGE OF PUERTO RICO 

Spain controlled the Caribbean island of Puerto Rico from the time of its discovery by Columbus in 
1493 until it was seded to the United States in 1898 following the Spanish-American War. The 
coinage of the early colonial period consisted mainly of imported Spanish coins from other Latin - 
American nations, as well as a patois of miscellaneous coins from other nations, often 
counterstamped for use on the island. The coinage of 1895 and 1896 stands out as unique — the on¬ 
ly coinage struck specifically for the island of Puerto Rico. The issue consisted of 20 Centavos and 
One Peso coins struck in 1895, as well as 5,10, and 40 Centavo coins struck in 1896. The pieces 
bear the portrait of the child-king Alfonso XIII on the obverse, while the reverse displays the 
Spanish pillars and arms, with the words 'Isla De Puerto Rico' above. The 40 Centavos and the 
Peso are quite difficult to locate today in uncirculated condition. The set as a whole remains ex¬ 
tremely popular with collectors of Spanish colonial issues, and is sometimes collected as an adjunct 
to the United States series.
